I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  your  District  for  the  year  1968. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of  the  District 
is  10,950  as  compared  with  10,800  for  last  year. 

AREA 


The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7 >855  acres,  and  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height  ranging  from  about  440  to 
1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  and 
synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining, 
dyeing  and  finishing,  making  of  bread  and  confectionary,  glue  manufacture  and 
fibre  glass  products,  general  joinery  and  building  contractors. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  in  1968  was  145 >  76  males  and  69  females, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  13.2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  213,  102  males  and  111  females,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  birth  rate  of  19.5. 

There  were  3  still-births,  2  males  and  1  female,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  total 
(live  and  still)  births  of  14. 

The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  68  and  the  birth  rate  exceeded  the  death 
rate  by  6. 3«  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years  was  4*88  above  the 

mean  death  rate. 

For  1968  the  birth  rate  was  19*5  and  the  death  rate  13.2  and  the  averages 
for  the  past  five  years  weres-  Birth  rate  19.2  and  the  death  rate  14.32. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.4  above  the 
previous  year  and  1.3  above  the  average  for  the  past  five  years,  and  the  death 
rate  1.3  below  the  previous  year  and  1.12  below  the  average. 

For  further  particulars  see  tables  in  the  Report. 
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INFANT  DEATHS 


There  have  been  3  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  2  male  and  1  female,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  rate  of  14  per  1,000  live  births,  and  2  deaths  and  a  rate  of  9  for 

1967. 


From  these  figures  it  ’will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  5.0  above/  the  previous 
year  and  ,32  below  the  average. 


There  has  been  one  death;  under  4  weeks  of  age  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of 
5  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  no  deaths  and  a  -nil  rate-  for  1967.  '.

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One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1968  was  the  twenty-second 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Such  a  long 
spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of 
Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again 
pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1968,  for 
this  eleventh  year  in  succession. 


MEASLES 


2  cases  occurred,  both  of  which  were  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 
•TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  no  deaths  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  were  3  new  additions  to  the  register,  (l  "formal  addition"  and  2 
"transfers"  from  other  Districts).  The  occupations  of  the  new  additions  were  - 
1  Retired,  1  Fish  Fryer  and  1  Warehouseman. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer  require  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  Tuberculosis  notifications »  /fetit 
the  Ministry  of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue  to  be  kept.  A 
register  is  therefore  maintained  of  all  cases  notified  and  statements  forwarded 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from 
the  register. 
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The  Number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  old  and  new  in  the 
district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  59?  49  respiratory  and  10  non 
respiratory.  5  cases  were  added  to  the  register,  all  being  respiratory,  5 
respiratory  cases  were  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a  total  of  59  cases 
49  respiratory  and  10  non-respiratory  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  3  cases 
removed  from  the  register,  2  recovered  and  1  transferred. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the  department 
during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  sets 
out  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work 
throughout  the  year.

SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 


For  the  year  1968 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Littleborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  from  the  year  1968, 
in  accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959* 
Comment  is  made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work  but  other  details,  statistics 
etc.,  have  been  included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits  and 
inspections  made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 


No  new  houses  were  built  primarily  to  rehouse  tenants  of  existing  unfit 
houses . 

The  erection  of  80  dwellings  (36  two  bedroomed  bungalows,  22  two  bedroomed 
houses,  16  three  bedroomed  houses,  4  four  bedroomed  houses  and  2  two  bedroomed 
plus  2  shops)  have  been  completed. 

Private  development  has  continued  during  the  year  and  at  31st  December,  1968, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  were  under  construction,  and  ninety-nine  houses  have 
been  completed. 

Improvement  of  older  houses  has  also  continued  and  discretionary  grant  work 
has  been  completed  at  14  houses  and  standard  grant  work  has  been  completed  at  36 
houses. 

Houses  in  the  New  Road,  Hollingworth  Fold,  New  Road  &  Leaches  Passage,  Sun 
Street  and  Egerton  Street  areas,  involving  thirty-one  houses  and  one  house  and 
shop,  were  represented  to  the  Committee  as  being'  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  representations  being  accepted  and  confirmed  by  the  Council,  were  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  is  supplied  in  most  parts  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Water¬ 
works  (from  April  1968,  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  the  water)  and  the  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  mains  is  4? 06-7 • 

During  the  year  the  private  water  supplies  gave  rise  to  concern,  and  it 
was  necessary  for  water  trailers  to  be  provided  in  certain  areas. 

With  regard  to  the  Schofield  Street/Schofield  Place  and  Summit  area, 
Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  requiring  them  to  carry  out  works 
to  connect  the  properties  to  the  Public  Mains,  and  subsequently  the  work  was 
carried  out  in  default. 

The  private  supply  to  Greonhill  failed  for  a  period  of  time,  but  even  when 
the  supply  functions  contamination  is  evident.  There  is  also  the  problem  that 
these  houses  are  not  served  by  a  sewer. 

At  Limefield,  the  supply  was  poor  in  quantity  and  the  unprotected  source 
of  this  private  supply  is  of  concern. 

Approaches  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
regarding  the  possibility  of  grant  aid  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  mains 
water  supply  at  Limefield  and  Greenhill. 
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On  occasions  when  poor  supplies  were  found  to  be  attributable  to  the  red¬ 
uction  of  the  bores  of  the  private  portions  of  the  pipework  (pressure  in  the 
public  portion  being  satisfactory)  then  use  was  made  of  an  acid  cleansing  method 
of  the  affected  pipes.  The  results  of  this  work  were  satisfactory. 

Sampling  of  both  public  and  private  supplies  was  continued  during  the  year, 
the  bacteriological  samples  of  the  public  supply  being  satisfactory. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  samples  of  private  supplies  were  unsatisfact¬ 
ory.  If  private  supplies  did  not  look  satisfactory,  and  if  they  were  not 
pleasant  to  use  for  washing  purposes  then  there  would  be  a  public  out-cry 
against  such  supplies. 

Although  there  is  no  record  of  an  outbreak  of  water  borne  in  the  Little- 
borough  district  with  -unprotected  gathering  grounds  etc.,  the  risk  is  ever 
present  and  the  contention  that  the  cost  of  connecting  to  the  public  mains'  or 
the  provision  of  equipment  in  all  other  cases  is  too  high  and  cannot  be  justified 
when  the  health  of  those  served  by  untreated  private  supplies  is  at  risk  daily. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  TRADE  WASTE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council’s  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily,  and  the  number  renewed  was  289. 

During  the  year  179  were  supplied  to  new  houses  built  in  the  district, 

37  additional  bins  supplied  to  houses  with  central  heating. 

The  Council  resolved  that  houses  provided  with  central  heating  subject  to 
a  written  application  from  the  occupier  be  provided  with  an  additional  dust  bin 
free  of  charge.  On  receipt  of  an  application  the  matter  to  be  referred  to  the 
Rating  Officer.  Thirty-seven  applications  were  received  and  bins  provided. 

Collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  generally  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  but  certain  problems  arise  due  to  the  number  of  men  available  during 
holiday  periods.  The  occasional  use  of  casual  labour  allowed  the  service  to 
function  almost  normally  during  the  periods  when  the  regular  staff  took  their 
annual  leave  entitlement. 

Collection  of  trade  waste  from  shops  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  the 
charge  of  25/-  per  premises  per  annum  was  continued. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  charging  for  accepting  trade  waste  etc.,  on  the 
Council's  tip  at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  load  was  continued.  During  the  year 
334  loads  were  deposited  on  the  Council's  Hollingworth  Tip,  an  official  receipt 
being  given  on  each  occasion.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  depositions  in  the  coming  year. 

During  October  a  harrier  Bantam  12  cube  yard  Refuse  Freighter  was  replaced 
by  an  18  cube  yard  harrier  Gamecock,  fitted  with  a  gravity  packing  dual  tip 
body. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  1928/36 

During  the  year  twenty-six  renewals  of  existing  licences  were  granted  under 
the  above  Acts.  One  new  licence  was  granted  to  the  Lancashire  County  Police  for 
the  Police  Station  in  Feathers tall  Road,  Littleborough. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


The  Council ' s  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete  closets  to 
the  water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the  year,  and  in  order  to  further 
this  policy,  particularly  when  pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council 
continued  the  payment  of  grants.  Prior  to  October  1968,  the  grant  aid  was  up 
to  a  maximum  of  £10.  for  each  unit  of  accommodation,  but  from  October  1963,  the 
Council  resolved  to  consider  contributing  up  to  half  the  cost  of  conversions. 

During  1966,  two  (2)  pail  closets  and  six  (6)  waste  water  closets  were 
converted  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system.

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  regular  use  number  101.  To  abolish  certain 
of  these  closets,  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  would  be  necessary,  but  if 
improvements  up  to  "standard  grant  level"  were  carried  out  then  at  the  Committee' 
discretion  financial  aid  of  up  to  £400  may  be  available  to  the  applicant. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Both 
are  conducted  by  wholesale  butchers  and  result  in  slaughtering  in  excess  of  the 
normal  requirements  of  the  district  and  involve  the  inspection  of  meat  outside 
what  are  normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

During  the  year  1,820  Bulls,  Bullocks  and  Heifers,  1,222  Cows,  34  Calves, 
9,911  Sheep  and  Lambs,  l,06l  Pigs  and  8  C-oats  were  killed  and  inspected.  The 
percentage  of  those  affected  with  diseases  or  conditions  requiring  condemnation 
of  some  part  or  organ  were  22,08,  38*46,  2,94?  12.62  and  0.66  respectively. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  6  tons,  14  cwt. 

1  quarter,  11  lbs. 

The  Handle  Hall  Slaughterhouse  was  licenced  and  operated  throughout  the 
year,  but  due  to  serious  problems  arising  from  high  throughputs,  and  various 
contraventions  the  slaughterhouse  at  Featherstall  was  licenced  from  January 
1968  to  March  31st  1968. 

OTHER  FOODS 


16  tins  of  Meats,  Fruit  and  Fresh  Meat  weighing  215  lbs.  were  also 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  disposed  of. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Visits  to  food  premises  in  the  district  continue  to  raise  the  general 
standard. 

It  is  important  for  all  food  handlers  to  appreciate  their  important 
position  in  the  community  and  to  relize  that  by  following  sound  hygiene 
practice  regarding  storage  of  food,  proper  stock  rotation,  preparation  and 
serving  of  food  they  may  prevent  certain  food  borne  infections. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Modernisation  of  the  public  convenience  close  by  the  Fisherman's  Inn  at 
Hollingworth  Lake,  has  now  been  completed. 

Vandalism  at  the  public  conveniences  has  continued  steadily  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  only  difference  between  this  year  and  former  years  is  that 
the  vandals  have  been  forced  to  use  stouter  implements  to  cause  damage  due  to 
anti  vandal  measures  being  taken.  Despite  such  measures  as  the  metal  plating 
of  doors  and  metal  panels  surrounding  water  service  pipes ,  a  considerable  amount 
of  damage  has  been  done. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT 


Between  May  and  December  1968,  eighty  (80)  motor  vehicles  have  been 
disposed  of  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  A.ct. 

Several  accumulations  of  rubbish,  debris,  etc.,  have  also  been  removed. 

GENERAL 


In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  you  for  your  advice,  co-operation  and 
support,  also  to  Councillor  C.  Ogden,  J.P.  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
his  support  at  all  times,  also  to  1'ir.  Calvert,  Mr.  Howe  and  Mr,  Percival,  for 
their  assistance  throughout  the  year.
